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Dear Mr- Secretary: 



You vlll recall that I discussed with you in Geneva early 
in June the question of resumption of high-altitude flights in 
the Berlin corridor, and that it was agreed that the question 
would be kept under study. 

I am now firmly convinced that it is most desirable to 
cany out a high-altitude flight in the Berlin corridor before 
13 July. The Uhited States has maintained that high-altitude 
flights are operationally necessary for the most effective 
enployment of the C-I30 aircraft. I am concerned that our 
continued failure to carry out higfr-altitude flights will 
penult the Soviets to proclaim the correctness of their 
statements that the flights were instituted as provocative 
gestures without real operational requirements. 

I therefore propose that the United States carry out a 
high-altitude flight in the Berlin air corridor before 13 July 
and request your concurrence to this proposal.
